OBLIGATIONS THE INSURANCE 


Tue chief obligations insur- 
ance company are:

OBLIGATIONS THE PROPERTY OWNER 


PROPERTY owner responsible 
the insurance company for the cor- 
rect description and valuation the 
property, and for the accuracy all 
statements relating mortgages, 
trusts, deeds and interests other than 
those the assured.

COINSURANCE CLAUSE 


IRE insurance policies frequently 
comes operative the event failure 
owner carry sufficient insur- 
ance. The clause enables him pur- 
chase insurance reduced rate but 
must carry not less than the 
amount insurance required the 
clause, penalized proportion 
his failure so. 


The amount insurance which 
must carried expressed per- 
centage the total value. the 
responsibility know what 
that value is, but frequently over- 
looks this fact until brought 
forcibly his attention adjusting 
loss. 

The general practice use either 
80, 100 per cent coinsurance 
clause. insurance carried the 
required percentage total value, all 
losses will paid full the 
face value the policy.

Books account rarely reflect in- 
surable values. Many insurable items 
are never included the plant ac- 
books; depreciation for bookkeeping 
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purposes nearly always excessive, 
and the market prices the items 
composing plant fluctuate widely 
over period years. For such rea- 
sons, the book value plant will 
differ widely from its insurable value. 

Insurance companies recommend 
appraisal the basis for purchasing 
insurance. Appraisals establish the 
value property, furnish com- 
plete inventory the items insured, 
and show the amount insurance 
necessary comply with the coinsur- 
ance clause. 

property owner who has ap- 
praisal will have little trouble ad- 
justing loss. 


APPRAISAL CLAUSE 


the owner and the adjuster can- 
not agree the amount fire loss, 
which frequently happens when the 
owner has appraisal, settlement 
effected accordance with the terms 
the “appraisal clause” the pol- 
icy. This clause provides that two 
appraisers shall appointed, one 
the insurance company and one the 
owner. These two, the court, shall 
select umpire pass upon their 
points difference. The amount 
the loss decided the appraisers 
and the umpire, and their findings are 
final and binding, unless incompetency, 
misconduct, fraud can proved.

unsatisfactory. 


APPRAISALS FOR FIRE INSURANCE 
PURPOSES 


appraisal for fire insurance pur- 
poses should prepared meet the 
requirements the insurance com- 
pany and should accurate detail 
and supported the evidence neces- 
sary prove the correctness the 
values. The appraisal should based 
detailed examination en- 
gineers who could testify cost, 
condition, depreciation, and other fac- 
tors.

Jean Grolier, son Stephen 
Grolier, treasurer Louis XII, was 
born Lyons 1479. succeeded 
his father 1510 treasurer the 
Duchy Milan.

They lived 
Italy until 1535. 1528 the de- 
feat Pavia lost the Milanese 
France, and Grolier then became Am- 
bassador Rome.

ful designs, all bearing their cov- 
ers his Amicor- 
um,” with the motto above cited. 

inventory has ever been made 
Grolier’s library, or, least, none has 
come down us. Also are ignor- 
ant what constituted the greater 
part the three thousand volumes.

Michael Sadleir has written 
unusual and comprehensive 
treatise that makes careful 
study this specialized subject.

How were books dressed prior 
the eighteenth century? Asserting 
ignorance rather than claiming ex- 
pert knowledge those early times, 
Mr. Sadleir recalls book 1626 
stout leather-stitched paper wrap- 
per, apparently contemporary. When, 
with the beginning the eighteenth 
century, circulation libraries gave 
books fairly general acceptability, 
books appeared loose quires, 
stitched; some were graced with 
paper wrappers—usually 
sheet-covering, described Mr. Sad- 
leir’s congenial manner “making 
pretension ‘sit the book’s figure,’ 
but being reach-me-down the 
most casual kind.” 


reports the case, however, 
book dated 1732 which proclaimed its 
price “two shilling and sixpence 
done blue covers”—a very early 
date, Mr. Sadleir finds, for “con- 
scious” wrappering. 

But through the early decades 
the eighteenth century the indepen- 
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dent publisher was rarity. 
formity binding could not develop 
under such conditions. Books printed 
publishers for the bookseller 
“bind” for sale appeared dress that 
reflected individual whims—mostly 
plain, unlettered sheep. 


after 1770, when certain 
publishers had begun sell the 
retail trade and libraries well 
the public, the old style book issue 
continued, largely, prevail. 

reflection Mr. Sadleir’s 
charming style, and because the pass- 
age interesting well informa- 
tive, the reader may forgive this di- 
rect quotation from the book:

How were books distributed 
those days? Mostly printed sheets, 
some perhaps wrappers boards, 
they were carried coach from Lon- 
don other cities country centers. 
They went subscription libraries, 
reading circles, private ownership— 
but hardly all for chance retail 
sale. And they were bound local 
binders; library bindings, rough, 
cheap, strong; bindings for the squire 
with, perhaps, tooled crest. But 
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they bore titles their spines— 
one good reason why, even when 
wrappered boarded, they were re- 
bound locally. 

“So long books were issued 
untitled bindings with mere des- 
ignation volume,” says Mr. Sad- 
leir, “they were obviously issued 
deliberately ephemeral style,” with 
merely protect the sheet, like the 
wrapping parcel. When was 
realized that some buyers might wish 
keep book bought, titling 
the spine, and less ephemeral style 
binding, began develop. 

The paper label, then, became in- 
creasingly noticeable the eigh- 
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teenth century rounded itself out. 
1805 unlabelled book was rarity. 


The label implied possible survival 
board-binding. The label became 
more elaborate proportion the 
binding seemed likely treated 
permanent. labels were thus 
small, erratically placed, and some- 
times almost makeshift their in- 
completeness. Early the days 
the label, calf morocco-bound vol- 
umes were popular; 
labels, too, were rather laconic—mere 
shadows their “sumptuous succes- 
sors” score years later.
